Rescue Squad in Lead; 
St. Rita's Gains for Week 


The Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Squad held its 
first-place lead in balloting 
in the Buy in Sierra Madre 
campaign this week with a 
total of 2,221,985 votes. 

St. Rita’s Guild, still in 
second place, crept a little 
closer to the Search and Res¬ 
cue Crew by outpolling the 
latter organization for the 
week, 616,225 to 570,880. St.

050.

And a spokesman for Sears, 
although pointing out that 
the company had not yet re¬ 
ceived the offiical decision 
from the commission, indi¬ 
cated they would appeal. 

THE PLANNING Commis¬ 
sion, in approving the store 
location by a 4-2 vote, at¬ 
tached some 16 conditions, 
chief among which were: (1) 
requirement of a park-type 
buffer zone along three sides 
of the property, and (2) the 
closing of Michillinda Ave. 
to traffic ingress and egress. 

“Until we know exactly 
what is involved it would be 
impossible to say what our 
action will be,” said Don La- 
Motte, manager of Pasade¬ 
na’s Sears store. 

“However, on the basis of 
our present information, it 
would seem that if all the 
conditions were met, it would 
make it extremely difficult, 
if not impossible, to develop 
this property to adequately 
serve our customers in Pasa¬ 
dena and the surrounding 
area. 

"FOR EXAMPLE, the 

amount of space that would 
be taken from badly-needed 
parking and the limitation 
imposed on traffic movement 
are unusually restrictive and 
from observation seem to be 
far in excess of precedent. 

“Consequently, if this prop¬ 
erty is to be developed, our 
only course of action would 
be an appeal.” 

The Sears store, hotly con¬ 
tested by Hastings Ranch 
residents and those of neigh¬ 
boring Arcadia, would be 
located on a 594 - foot - deep 
strip along Foothill and 
bounded by Rosemead, Mich¬ 
illinda, and the property 
lines of residents along May- 
fair Road, Hastings Ranch. 

HASTINGS RESIDENTS had 

asked that a buffer zone of 


R-3 property be created 
along the property’s north¬ 
ern boundary. Arcadia resi¬ 
dents had sought to retain 
the present R-l zoning of the 
150-foot strip bordering on 
Michillinda. 

Under the commission’s 
decision, 10-foot buffer strips 
of planted areas would be 
required along Foothill and 
the northern property line, 
while a 75-foot planted area 
would serve as a buffer on 
Michillinda. 

Sears, on the other hand, 
had requested an entrance 
on Michillinda, which would 
be denied under the plan¬ 
ners’ ’decision.

Its 
board of directors includes 
publishers and non-publish- 
e r representatives of the 
public interest. 

In 1953 Cairo was chosen 
for the original venture. 
Arab authors, educators, 
publishers and religious 
leaders combined to choose 
books most helpful in show¬ 
ing hopes, character, manner 
of living and thinking of the 


American people. The books 
were then edited, translated 
and published in Cairo. 

Since then, offices have 
been established in Teheran, 
Lahore, Dacca and Jakarta, 
Indonesia. And a million 
copies of 160 American titles 
have been printed and dis¬ 
tributed in six tongues, the 
languages of 250 million hu¬ 
man beings. 

In the cause of peace 
through cultural exchange, 
Franklin suggests that cul¬ 
ture is not necessarily eso'- 
t e r i c. In Teheran several 
chapters of Dr. Spock’s “Baby 
and Child Care” were read 
over the air from a transla¬ 
tion made by the Shah’s 
sister, Princess Ashraf.

Churchill the Historian

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Churchill now emerges as a historian. And, as in all his 
endeavors, he is a historian on a heroic scale, choosing 
to chronicle nothing less than “A History of the English- 
Speaking Peoples.” 

The first book, entitled “Birth of Britain,” lives up to 
what one expects from Churchill. 

It is forthright, bold and written with strength. Not 
for him the quibbles of more cautious historians. He wades 
right in, for instance, with unquenchable romanticism, 
on the shadowy figure of King Arthur. 

“There looms, large, uncertain, dim but glittering, the 
legend of King Arthur and the Knights of the Round 
Table,” he says. Then, after a scatching denunciation of 
timid chroniclers who refuse to believe what is not pre¬ 
cisely pinned down on the pages of time, he announces: 

“It is all true, or it ought to be; and more and better

esting. It is the brilliant, evocative Churchillian prose tAta. 
which will find for his book many times more readers 
than those of more scholarly historians. 

At times it is graceful, as in the following passage: ^ 

"Shakespeare, whose magic finger touches in succes- 
sion most of the peaks of English history so that all can 
see them standing out above the mountainous disorder, 
has brought Hubert to our ken.” (Refering to Hubert de 
Burgh, the rock upon which stood the kingdom of the 
infant Henry III.) 

In other situations, it is brutal, as in his description 
of the mad King Henry VI: “His body gaped and drivelled 
over the bristling realm.” 

It also can be stirring, and sentimental, as in his 
summing up of Joan of Arc after recounting the tragic 
circumstances of her flaming death at the hands of the 
English: 

“She embodied the natural goodness and valour of 
the human race in unexampled perfection. Unconquerable 
courage, infinite compassion, the virtue of the simple, the 
wisdom of the just shone forth in her.” 

Churchill’s chronicle will never be a reference tome, 
but it will bring history alive for countless readers. And 
judging from comparison with several other English his¬ 
tories I have read, its readability has not been achieved 
at the cost of integrity. 

Chalk up another one for Winnie.—W.F.T.

The largest tree in the 
U.S., other than the Sierra 
Redwood (Sequoia gigan- 
tee), is certainly its cousin 
—the Coast Redwood (Se 
quoia sempervirens). 

There are so many gi¬ 
ant Coats Redwoods to be 
found in Humboldt and 
Del Norte Counties that it 
is almost impossible to 
select any one tree as the 
largest. 

The American Forestry 
Association has named a 
tree'growing in Big Tree 
Park, in Del Norte County, 
as the largest known. This 
tree has a girth, 6 ’ above 
the ground, of almost 66 ' 
and is 300’ tall. 

The “Big Tree” of Bull 
Creek Flat State Park, in 
Humboldt County, with a 
base circumference of 72’ 
and a height of 345’, 
seems a likely contender 
for the Coast Redwood 
crown.
